Republican budget would cut $5.3 
trillion, slash taxes 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
House Republicans rolled out 
a proposed budget Tuesday 
that slashes $5.3 trillion from 
President Barack Obama's 
spending blueprint and cuts 
taxes for homeowners. 

Unveiled by House 
Budget Committee chairman 
Paul Ryan surrounded by fel¬ 
low Republicans, the Repub¬ 
lican proposal amounted to 


an opening salvo in election- 
year battles over public 
health insurance and pension 
programs. 

Ryan said the budget — 
which stands little chance of 
passage in the Democratic- 
controlled Senate — presents 
Americans with "a choice of 
two futures," one burdened 
by excessive debt, the other 
on a path to prosperity. 


"This plan of action is 
about putting an end to empty 
promises from bankrupt gov¬ 
ernment and restoring the 
fundamental promise of 
America: ensuring that our 
children have more opportu¬ 
nity than we do," he told a 
news conference. 

The proposal for fiscal 
year 2013, which begins Oc¬ 
tober 1, calls for $5 billion in 
spending cuts over 10 years, 
and would slash the US 
deficit to $797 billion next 
year, about $180 billion less 
than under Obama's budget 
as estimated by the Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office. 

It also involves collapsing 
the six existing US tax brack¬ 
ets to two rates: a 10 percent 
bracket and a 25 percent 
bracket for individuals, and a 
25 percent bracket for corpo¬ 
rations, which is at the inter¬ 
national average," he said. 

The highest current indi¬ 
vidual tax bracket is 35 per¬ 
cent. 

His proposal poses a risk 
for Republicans in an election 
year as it includes reforms to 
Medicare and Medicaid, the 
popular but expensive health 
insurance programs for the 
elderly and the poor. 


Recently, the Minister of 
Tourism, Otmar Oduber, 
spent three days in Miami 
meeting with different exec¬ 
utives with Aruba’s tourism 
as the central matter on the 
agenda. During the 3 days the 
minister met Neville Every, 
who was recently appointed 
by ATA to be director of 
tourism for the North Ameri¬ 
can area. 

Neville is an Aruban with 
more than 10 years of experi¬ 
ence in the area of finances 
and in a leadership position in 
a foreign company with vari¬ 
ous affiliates around the 
world. During this encounter 
the Minister discussed vari¬ 
ous strategies to expand 
Aruba’s tourism from the 


North American area. 

With respect to cmise ships, 
the Minister held a meeting 
with Rene Kitzen of “The Sig¬ 
nature Group” who were con¬ 
tracted by ATA to promote 
cruise lines to use Aruba’s 
wharf during the off-season. 
The Signature Group will 
work closely with ATA, APA 
and the Ministry of Tourism to 
achieve the goals set by the 
government of Aruba with re¬ 
spect to cmise tourism. 

To help them achieve their 
goal, the government has de¬ 
cided to establish a Cmise 
Committee that will be in 
charge of delineating a strat¬ 
egy and an incentive pack¬ 
age.

As part of the Miami 
Cruise Shipping, the Min¬ 
ister met with Simone Fil- 
ippini, Dutch Kingdom 
Counsel in Miami, Port 
Amsterdam and various 
cruise lines.

France warns 'determined” 
gunman may strike again 



Divided UN Council 
seeks accord on 
Syria statement 


TOULOUSE (AFP) - French 
investigators fear a gunman 
who has killed three soldiers 
and four Jews, including three 
children, in cold-blooded at¬ 
tacks may strike again, the 
head of the inquiry warned 
Tuesday. 

Francois Molins, who as 
chief Paris prosecutor over¬ 
sees counter-terrorism investi¬ 
gations, said the unidentified 
gunman knows that he is 
being hunted and warned that 
he is "likely to act again." 

"All the dead victims re¬ 
ceived a bullet wound fired at 
point blank range at the level 
of the head," Molins said, ex¬ 
plaining that powder burns 
showed the muzzle of the gun 
was touching the victims. 

Meanwhile, police were 
scouring the Internet in search 
of potentially grim footage 
after witnesses said the gun¬ 
man was wearing a video 
camera when he murdered the 
Jewish school children in the 
southern city of Toulouse. 

School pupils across the 
country joined public employ¬ 
ees and lawmakers to observe 
a minute of silence for the vic¬ 
tims of the gunman's latest at¬ 
tack, and the country's 
presidential race was effec¬ 
tively put on hold. 

Molins said police believe 
the scooter-riding gunman was 
responsible for the murder of 


an off-duty paratrooper on 
March 11, of two of his com¬ 
rades on Thursday and of a 
rabbi and three Jewish chil¬ 
dren in Monday's school at¬ 
tack. 

Officials have said the same 
gun and and make of scooter 
was used in all three attacks 
and noted that the three attacks 
were carried out at precise 
four-day intervals. 

Molins said the attacks had 
been classified as terrorism 
because they "gravely dis¬ 
turbed public order by intimi¬ 
dation or terror" adding that 
the killings could be "racist 
and anti-Semitic but still also 
terrorist." 

President Nicolas Sarkozy 
paid silent homage to the vic¬ 
tims at a school in Paris close 
to the city's Holocaust memo¬ 
rial, and afterwards admitted 
that authorities had as yet no 
clue as to the identity of the 
killer. 

"Anti-Semitism is obvious. 
The Jewish school attack was 
an anti-Semitic crime," 
Sarkozy told reporters at the 
Paris school after meeting 
children. "But the soldiers? 
Was it because they were back 
from Afghanistan? Was it be¬ 
cause they were from minori¬ 
ties? We don't know," he said. 
"We must be very cautious 
until we have arrested some¬ 
one." 


The three soldiers who died 
were French citizens of North 
African origin, while another 
who was critically wounded in 
the attack was black and from 
the French West Indies. 

On Monday, the gunman 
launched a controlled but vi¬ 
cious attack on a group of par¬ 
ents and children outside the 
Ozar Hatorah school. 

Teacher Jonathan Sandler, 
30, and his two sons Arieh, 5, 
and Gabriel, 4, were shot dead 
in the street. The killer then 
ran onto the grounds and shot 
Miriam Monsonego, the 
seven-year-old daughter of the 
school director. 

The bodies of the four vic¬ 
tims were on Tuesday flown to 
Paris with their families, 
where they were to be joined 
by Foreign Minister Alain 
Juppe en route to Israel for 
burial in Jerusalem on 
Wednesday. 

Sarkozy paid his respects to 
the bodies as they lay in 
Charles de Gaulle airport and 
they were to depart on an El A1 
flight at 2250 GMT. 

Interior Minister Claude 
Gueant said the shooter may 
have recorded his crime with 
a sports video camera wit¬ 
nesses saw strapped to his 
chest and that he could be 
planning to put the footage on 
the Internet. 

Molins however said there 
was no "certainty" that the 
killer had a camera, adding it 
was a "hypothesis" based on 
sometimes confused witness 
reports. 

Norwegian extremist An¬ 
ders Behring Breivik, who last 
July went on a shooting spree 
that killed 77 people, mostly 
teenagers, advised anyone 
wanting to carry out copycat 
killings to film their attack 
using such a camera. 

With apparently few clues 
to go on, police were down¬ 
playing suspicions hanging 
over three soldiers recently 
sacked for expressing neo- 
Nazi views. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The divided UN Security 
Council on Tuesday negoti¬ 
ated a statement on the Syria 
crisis amid warnings from 
Russia that it will not accept 
any "ultimatum" against Pres¬ 
ident Bashar al-Assad. 

Diplomats from the 15-na¬ 
tion council held the first talks 
on a Western-drafted presi¬ 
dential statement seeking to 
reinforce international back¬ 
ing to UN-Arab Feague envoy 
Kofi Annan's efforts to halt 
the year-old bloodshed in 
Syria. 

The statement, obtained by 
AFP, does not condemn the 
violence but would express 
"gravest concern" at the dete¬ 
riorating crisis in Syria and 
"profound regret" at the thou¬ 
sands of dead. 

It calls on Assad and 
Syria's opposition to "imple¬ 
ment fully and immediately" 
Annan's six-point peace plan. 
It says the council will "con¬ 
sider further measures" if 
nothing is done within seven 
days of any adoption. 

UN ambassadors were to 
hold a second round of talks 
later in the day and France’s 
UN envoy Gerard Araud said 
he still "hoped" it could be 
adopted on Tuesday. 

A presidential statement 
has less weight than a full res¬ 
olution. It is adopted by con¬ 
sensus and is generally 
negotiated faster. 


But Russia, which with 
China has already vetoed two 
full resolutions on Syria, has 
insisted it will accept no "ulti¬ 
matum" in any form against 
the Damascus government, its 
major Middle East ally. 

Russia's Foreign Minister 
Sergei Favrov said that his 
country was ready to back a 
Security Council statement or 
resolution on Syria. 

But he said Annan's pro¬ 
posals to Assad must be pub¬ 
lished and properly debated 
and that "the Security Council 
should approve them not as an 
ultimatum but with consider¬ 
ation for the work that is on¬ 
going" by the UN-Arab 
Feague envoy. 

Araud said Monday that 
the proposed statement "is re¬ 
ally the least controversial text 
that we could utter." 

"Favrov's comments were 
to be expected but the talks 
are going ahead, we all think 
this is urgent," commented 
one Western diplomat at the 
Security Council, who called 
the proposed statement "con¬ 
demnation lite." 

Russia and China objected 
to the two European drafted 
resolutions on Syria because 
they said they were unbal¬ 
anced and aimed only at 
regime change. Russia and 
China oppose sanctions in UN 
resolutions though both have 
expressed increased concern 
at the Syria bloodbath.

Chaotic burial for Egypt's Coptic 
Pope Shenuda 

into the 4th century monastery 
where he had asked to be 
buried, a large cross of flowers 
placed over his marble resting 
place. Mourners clambered 
over each other to snatch flow¬ 
ers and kiss the tomb. 

Shenuda died on Saturday 
aged 88 after a long illness, 
leaving behind a community 
increasingly anxious about the 
rise of Islamism and political 
uncertainty. 

During the funeral service, 
Shenuda's body, dressed in 
robes and a gold crown, lay in 
an open coffin as patriarchs of 
Orthodox churches said 
prayers. 

Pallbearers struggled to get 
the white coffin out of the vast 
cathedral in the capital. 

Coptic hymns and incense 
filled the church as clergy, of¬ 
ficials and choirboys wept and 
waved goodbye to their spiri¬ 
tual leader, the head of the 
Middle East’s largest Christian 
community. 



STBISHOY MONASTERY, 
(AFP) - Egypt’s Coptic Pope 
Shenuda was laid to rest on 
Tuesday in a monastery in the 
Egyptian desert, amid hysteri¬ 
cal scenes as thousands of 
mourners mobbed to get close 
to his coffin. 

Following a funeral service 
at Cairo’s St Mark's Cathedral, 
Shenuda's body was flown 
some 100 kilometres (60 
miles) by military aircraft to 
Beheira province in the north¬ 


west, where the motorcade 
took it to St Bishoy monastery 
in Wadi Natrun. 

There, lines of military po¬ 
lice at the entrance to the 
monastery crumbled under the 
force of screaming worship¬ 
pers who rushed the convoy. 

One woman hung precari¬ 
ously from the ambulance car¬ 
rying the patriarch's body, as 
panicked officers shouted and 
tried to push back the heaving 
crowds.

Powerful quake shakes southern 
Mexico, capital 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
powerful 7.6-magnitude earth¬ 
quake struck southwest Mex¬ 
ico Tuesday, causing residents 
in the capital several hundred 
miles away to rush out onto the 
streets but no immediate re¬ 
ports of serious damage. 

The quake struck near the 
tourist resort of Acapulco, just 
after midday some 15 miles 
(25 kilometers) northeast of 
the town of Ometepec, the US 
Geological Survey said. Ear¬ 
lier it had estimated the magni¬ 
tude at 7.9, before 
downgrading it to 7.6. 

"There are no reports of se¬ 
rious damage by the quake," 
President Felipe Calderon 
wrote on his Twitter account. 


Humberto Calvo, from 
Guerrero state civil protection 
services, said Acapulco was 
free of damage. 

But he warned: "The prob¬ 
lem could be in some areas be¬ 
tween Guerrero and Oaxaca 
(states). We're checking." 

The quake's epicenter was 
between the two southern 
states, both bordering the Pa¬ 
cific ocean. 

The Pacific Tsunami Warn¬ 
ing Center said a destructive, 
widespread tsunami had not 
been generated but warned of 
possible "local tsunami ef¬ 
fects." 

"The earthquake is located 
inland from the coast," it dded. 

In Mexico City, the quake 


swayed buildings, telephone 
and power lines were cut off 
and traffic lights stopped 
working as office workers 
rushed into the streets. 

Mexico City Mayor 
Marcelo Ebrand reported no 
serious damage was visible 
during a helicopter survey. 

The mayor's Twitter ac¬ 
count said the water system 
and other "strategic services" 
were not experiencing prob¬ 
lems. 

It was one of the strongest 
quakes to shake Mexico City 
since 1985, when an 8.1 quake 
left between 6,000 and 30,000 
dead, according officials and 
rescue organizations respec¬ 
tively. 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean Union foreign ministers 
will consider slapping fresh 
sanctions this week against 
Syria, Iran and Belarus as the 
bloc ramps up its drive to stop 
human rights abuse. 

EU officials said ministers 
who gather in Brussels from 
late Thursday were expected 
to add 18 Iranians "responsi¬ 
ble for serious human rights 
violations" to a blacklist of 61 
people already under an EU 
travel ban and asset freeze. 

A ban is also likely against 
exporting equipment that 
could be used to monitor or 
intercept Internet and phone 
communications in Iran, said 
officials working on the meas¬ 
ures who asked not to be iden¬ 
tified. 

On Syria, ministers will 
look "at adding a few more 
names" to a blacklist of 
around 150 firms and people 
already targeted in 12 previ¬ 
ous rounds of European sanc¬ 
tions, an EU official said. 

An EU diplomat said 
members of the 27-nation 
bloc were agreed on adding 
12 people and two companies 
to the list but that no joint 
move was expected on closing 
EU embassies in Damascus 
unless the situation deterio¬ 
rated. 

Six of the 19 EU nations 
with embassies in Syria have 


left — Britain, France, Ger¬ 
many, Italy, the Netherlands 
and Spain — while the EU has 
offered space in its delegation 
to any EU member wanting to 
close its premises but leave 
officials behind. 

The EU last month slapped 
a freeze on Syria’s central 
bank while also banning trade 
in gold and precious metals 
and cargo flights to the EU 
operated by Syrians. 

The situation in Syria and 
Iran will top talks on Friday 
between the foreign ministers 
and Turkish counterpart 
Ahmet Davutoglu, who is also 
expected to brief his col¬ 
leagues on Istanbul's view of 
the Middle East peace 
process. 

European nations mean¬ 
while are continuing talks on 
new sanctions against Belarus 
to force the authoritarian 
regime of President Alexander 
Lukashenko "to free and reha¬ 
bilitate all political prisoners," 
said a senior EU official. 

A source said sanctions 
being considered targeted 29 
firms and 12 people, nine of 
them involved in the judiciary. 

Some 230 people are al¬ 
ready blacklisted over the 
continuing repression by 
Lukashenko's regime of civil 
society, the political opposi¬ 
tion and the independent 
media.

'Anti-alcoholism' drug 
clears key test hurdle 


PARIS (AFP) - A drug de¬ 
signed to treat nervous spasms 
has cleared an important early 
test in a project to see whether 
it can also cure alcoholism, 
French doctors said on Tues¬ 
day. 

Baclofen - the lab name for 
a medication branded as Kem- 
stro, Lioresal and Gablofen — 
was successful in a prelimi¬ 
nary test among a small group 
of alcoholics, a result that 
opens the way to formal clini¬ 
cal trials, they said. 

The history of the drug goes 
back 50 years. It was origi¬ 
nally designed for epilepsy be¬ 
fore becoming licensed to treat 
spasticity, but researchers are 
now interested in using it to 
ease alcoholic craving. 

Interest was sparked in 
2008 by a book, Le Dernier 
Verre (The Last Glass), by car¬ 
diologist Olivier Ameisen, 
who self-treated his alco¬ 
holism with high doses of ba¬ 
clofen. 


The new test entailed 
enrolling 132 heavy 
drinkers who were given 
baclofen at high doses 
over a year. 

Eighty percent either 
became abstinent or be¬ 
came moderate drinkers. 
By comparison, two 
drugs that are commonly 
used to treat alcoholics, 
naltrexon and acam- 
prosate, yield a success 
rate of 20-25 percent. 
Side effects included 
fatigue, drowsiness, insomnia, 
dizziness and digestive trou¬ 
bles. 

Lead researcher Philippe 
Jaury of the University of 
Paris-Descartes said the out¬ 
come opened the door to one- 
year clinical trials, expected to 
start in May, in which 320 al¬ 
coholics would be divided into 
two groups. 

One batch will receive ba¬ 
clofen, progressively building 
in dosage until the craving 
symptoms subside, while the 
others will receive an inactive 
lookalike pill, or placebo. 

France’s health system is 
paying 750,000 euros 
($469,000) of the 1.2-million- 
euro ($1.45-million) cost of 
the trial, and an unidentified 
donor is paying the rest, Jaury 
told AFP. 

The pre-trial study is pub¬ 
lished in a specialist journal, 
Alcohol and Alcoholism.

World Bank approves $1 bn 
for projects in Pakistan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
World Bank said Tuesday it 
would fund two projects to¬ 
taling $1.09 billion, in energy 
and irrigation, aimed at sup¬ 
porting Pakistan's growth 
agenda for reducing poverty. 

The World Bank's execu¬ 
tive board approved the proj¬ 
ects Tuesday, the 
development lender said in a 
statement. 

The $840 million Tarbela 
IV Extension Hydropower 
Project will add power gener¬ 
ation capacity of 1,410 
megawatts, contributing a 
crucial source of electricity 
for the economic growth and 
development of Pakistan, the 
World Bank said. 

Only 15 percent of Pak¬ 
istan's vast hydropower po¬ 


tential has been developed, 
the Bank noted. 

"The beauty of this project 
is that it will help Pakistan re¬ 
duce the gap between supply 
and demand of electricity by 
maximizing the benefits of 
existing infrastructure of Tar¬ 
bela Dam without requiring 
any land acquisition or relo¬ 
cation of population," Rachid 
Benmessaoud, World Bank 
country director for Pakistan, 
said in the statement. 

"The direct beneficiaries 
will be millions of energy 
users, including industry, 
households and farmers who 
would get more electricity at 
a lower cost and suffer fewer 
blackouts."

Oil prices dive on Saudi 
supply pledge 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices fell sharply Tuesday 
after Saudi Arabia reiterated 
that it would ensure enough 
supply to help cool prices 
amid concerns about the im¬ 
pact of sanctions on Iran. 

New York's main futures 
contract, West Texas Interme¬ 
diate crude for April, slid 
$2.48 to close at $105.61 a 
barrel. 

In London trade, Brent 
North Sea crude for delivery 
in May settled at $124.12 a 
barrel, down $1.59 from 
Monday's closing level. 

The New York market was 
"under pressure from specu¬ 
lation Saudi Arabia will boost 


output after the 
Saudi Cabinet yes¬ 
terday said that the 
kingdom would 
work 'individually' 
and with other na¬ 
tions for the 'return 
of oil prices to fair 
levels,'" said Addi¬ 
son Armstrong at 
Tradition Energy. 

Saudi Arabia re¬ 
cently has repeated 
assurances that it 
would make up for 
a supply shortfall to compen¬ 
sate for lost Iranian output as 
Western sanctions over 

Tehran's suspected nuclear 
weapons program take effect. 

The assurances from 
Saudi Arabia come as the in¬ 
ternational community ramps 
up sanctions on Iran — the 
world's fourth-largest oil pro¬ 
ducer — in an effort to halt its 
nuclear activities, which Iran 
insists is for peaceful pur¬ 
poses only. 

The United States said 
Tuesday it was exempting 11 
nations including European 
Union members and Japan 
from tough new sanctions on 
Iran, praising them for reduc¬ 


ing dependency on Tehran's 
oil. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton said that the United 
States would exempt finan¬ 
cial institutions from 11 na¬ 
tions — Belgium, Britain, the 
Czech Republic, France, Ger¬ 
many, Greece, Italy, Japan, 
the Netherlands, Poland and 
Spain. 

The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund on Tuesday warned 
that an abrupt, large spike in 
oil prices could hammer 
global growth. 

IMF managing director 
Christine Lagarde estimated 
that crude oil prices may 
spike by up to 30 percent if 
Iranian supplies were dis¬ 
rupted, causing "serious con¬ 
sequences" for the global 
economy. 

China, meanwhile, an¬ 
nounced the biggest price in¬ 
creases on gasoline and diesel 
in nearly three years to curb 
demand. 

China is the second 
biggest consumer of oil, after 
the United States. 


Greece receives first 7.5 bn euros 
in new bailout 


(AFP)—Greece received on 
Tuesday a first payout of 7.5 
billion euros ($9.9 billion) 
under its second international 
bailout, a finance ministry of¬ 
ficial said. 

Greece received 5.9 bil¬ 
lion euros from the eurozone 
and 1.6 billion euros from the 


International Monetary Fund, 
said the official. 

Following a debt swap 
with private creditors earlier 
this month that wiped some 
100 billion euros off of 
Greece's debt, the eurozone 
approved a new rescue pro¬ 
gramme worth up to 130 bil-

NEW YORK (AFP) - First 
Lady Michelle Obama has 
kicked off an election-year 
charm offensive with an ap¬ 
pearance at a celebrity cam¬ 
paign event and some 
light-hearted banter on a late 
night comedy show. 

At a dinner hosted by actor 
Robert De Niro in New York, 
Obama delivered her own ver¬ 
sion of the president's standard 
stump speech in which she 
vaunted his accomplishments 
over the past three years. 

"Can I get an 'Amen?'" she 
asked at one point to applause 
from the crowd, which included 
Hollywood producer Harvey 
Weinstein and actors Ben Stiller 
and Whoopi Goldberg. 

Later on Monday, the first 
lady appeared on "The Late 
Show with David Letterman," 
where she discussed life in the 
White House and first dog Bo, 
whom she referred to as "the 
smartest dog on the planet." 

"He is my son. I have two 
girls and a boy," she said. 

She also talked about recent 
"covert" shopping trips that al¬ 
lowed her to briefly escape the 
White House and mingle with 
ordinary Americans, at least 
one of whom spoke to her 
without knowing who she was. 


On a more somber note 
likely to be sounded through¬ 
out the campaign season, 
Obama spoke about her work¬ 
ing class roots on Chicago's 
South Side and her father, who 
worked at a municipal water 
plant. 

"My father had multiple 
sclerosis and I never knew him 
to be able to walk. But my dad 
worked so hard. And he loved 
us so much," she said. 

"We had rules. We had 
boundaries, but there wasn't 
anything my dad wouldn't do 
for us. And — Don't make me 
cry... This isn't Oprah," she 
added, earning a hearty laugh 
from the crowd. 

President Barack Obama's 
campaign likely hopes that the 
first lady's working class back¬ 
ground — neither of her parents 
went to college — will help 
him to connect with Ameri¬ 
cans struggling through a slow 
economic recovery. 

November's general elec¬ 
tion will likely turn on whether 
voters believe Obama has 
turned around the US econ¬ 
omy and deserves a second 
term or that one of his Repub¬ 
lican rivals would be better 
able to get Americans back to 
work.

Golf: Tiger plays at par for 
last-place Tavistock team 


ORLANDO(AFP) - Injury- 
nagged Tiger Woods fired a 
par 72 at Lake Nona on Tues¬ 
day in the second and final 
round of the Tavistock Cup ex¬ 
hibition event as his Albany 
team stumbled to a last-place 
finish. 

Nine days after walking off 
in the last round of a World 
Golf Championships event at 
Doral with a strained left 
Achilles tendon, Woods made 
two birdies on the front nine 
and two bogeys on the back 
nine playing in the final four¬ 
some. 

Woods birdied the par-5 
second and the par-3 fourth 
and took bogeys at the par-5 
11th and par-3 13th in his first 
stroke-play round since the in¬ 
jury. He had played in a better- 
ball format with England's 
Justin Rose on Monday. 

Only one player among the 
24 in the field, Albany team¬ 
mate Luke Donald of England, 
had a worse round than 
Woods, shooting a 76. 

Host Lake Nona won the 


$2.15 million event featuring 
four teams of top PGA talent 
with a 41 -under par total score, 
two strokes ahead of Isleworth 
with Queenwood third on 31- 
under and 2011 champion Al¬ 
bany last on 26-under. 

Health fears abounded over 
Woods, a 14-time major cham¬ 
pion chasing the all-time 
record 18 majors won by Jack 
Nicklaus, when he walked off 
at Doral after hitting his tee 
shot on the 12th hole. 

But Woods rested his leg 
and received medical treatment 
and said last week he would 
play in the Tavistock event, the 
US PGA Arnold Palmer Invita¬ 
tional that begins at Bay Hill 
on Thursday and at the Mas¬ 
ters, which starts April 5. 

Former World No. 1 Woods 
has won six titles at Bay Hill 
in his career. He will tee off on 
Thursday morning alongside 
US compatriot Hunter Mahan 
and Ernie Els, a three-time 
major winner who needs a vic¬ 
tory to qualify for the Masters. 

Els shared low-round hon¬ 


ors on Tuesday at the Tavis¬ 
tock event on five-under 67 
along with compatriot Retief 
Goosen, Australian Robert Al- 
lenby, England's Ross Fisher 
and Denmark's Thomas Bjorn. 

Last year, Achilles and knee 
injuries at the Masters kept 
Woods sidelined for almost 
four months, keeping him 
from playing in the US and 
British Opens. 

Woods, ranked 18th in the 
world, has not won any tour- 
sanctioned event since the 
2009 Australian Masters, just 
before the start of his infamous 
sex scandal, and has not won a 
major crown since limping 
through a playoff to capture 
the 2008 US Open. 

But Woods has been in solid 
recent form. He won the World 
Golf Challenge charity event 
he hosts last December, shared 
third at Abu Dhabi to open the 
2012 season and shared sec¬ 
ond at the Honda Classic ear¬ 
lier this month after shooting a 
62 on Sunday, the best final 
round of his career. 


Swimming: Manaudou qualifies 
for Olympics backstroke 



DUNKIRK, France (AFP) - 
Former Olympic champion 
Laure Manaudou secured her 
ticket for the 2012 London 
Games Tuesday after claiming 
the French title in the 100 me¬ 


tres backstroke. 

Manaudou, the 
400m freestyle 
champion in Athens 
in 2004, clocked a 
winning time of 
lmin 00.16sec. The 
maximum qualify¬ 
ing time was 
1:00.82. 

It was Manau- 
dou's best time in 
the event since re¬ 
turning to competi¬ 
tion in June 2011, 
just over a year after 
the birth of her child 
in April 2010 with 
fellow French 
swimming star 
Frederick Bousquet. 
It also means she will com¬ 
pete at her third Olympics, 
three years after retiring from 
the sport. 

Manaudou had a miserable 
experience at her last 


Olympics, in 2008 at Beijing, 
where she finished eighth and 
last in the 400m, seventh in the 
100m freestyle and failed to 
qualify for the 200m back- 
stroke final. 

Joining Manaudou in Lon¬ 
don will be 19-year-old Yan¬ 
nick Agnel, who beat his own 
French record on his way to a 
third consecutive national title 
in the 200m. 

His time of 1:44.42 was the 
best time this year in the dis¬ 
tance. 

Amaury Leveaux, who won 
the men's 50m butterfly on 
Sunday, confirmed his inten¬ 
tions this year, following two 
mediocre seasons, by claiming 
his Olympic spot for the men's 
200m freestyle in a time of 
1:46.72. 

Camille Lacourt, the Euro¬ 
pean champion in the men's 
100m backstroke, also booked 
his ticket for London after de¬ 
fending his national title in a 
time of 52.75sec, the best time 
this year. 

Teammate Jeremy Stravius, 
however, will miss out on Lon¬ 
don. Despite finishing in 54.04 
and inside the qualifying time, 
he was beaten to the second 
Olympic spot by Amiens club- 
mate Benjamin Stasiulis, in 
53.98. 

The fourth day of the cham¬ 
pionships is on Wednesday.

Baseball: Darvish 
solid in third start 
for Rangers 


LOS ANGELES-(AFP) - 
Japanese pitcher Yu Darvish 
allowed one run on one hit 
while striking out four Mil¬ 
waukee batters on Monday in 
his third Major League Base¬ 
ball exhibition start for the 
Texas Rangers. 

The 25-year-old right-han¬ 
der enjoyed his longest outing 
in three appearances for the 
Rangers, throwing 39 of his 70 
pitches for strikes but walking 
three batters and hitting an¬ 
other to provide base runners 
for the Brewers. 

Darvish was pulled from 
the game after four innings for 
right-handed pitcher Tanner 
Scheppers with Texas leading 
3-1 at Surprise, Arizona. 

The Rangers, losers in the 
World Series the past two sea¬ 
sons, paid $107.7 million for 
Darvish, signing him to a six- 
year deal for $56 million in 
January after spending the rest 
simply for the exclusive rights 
to negotiate with him. 

Darvish was 93-38 with a 
1.99 earned-run average in 
164 starts over seven years in 
the Japan League, where he 
was twice named the Most 
Valuable Player while with the 
Nippon Ham Fighters. 

Darvish struck out Milwau¬ 
kee leadoff hitter Rickie 
Weeks twice, the first time on 
his way to retiring the Brewers 
in order in the first inning. 

After Rangers batters 
staked Darvish to a 2-0 lead, 
he began the second inning by 
walking Travis Ishikawa. After 
retiring the next two batters, 
Darvish hit Milwaukee's 
Jonathan Lucroy with a pitch 
to put him at first base. 

Milwaukee's Norichika 
Aoki then singled up the mid¬ 
dle off his compatriot to score 
Ishikawa from second base, 
arvish responded by striking 
out Cesar Izturis to end the in¬ 


ning. 

Darvish retired Milwaukee 
in order again in the third, 
again starting with a strikeout 
of Weeks, but struggled in the 
fourth inning, issuing walks to 
Ishikawa and George Kottaras 
before inducing Lucroy into 
hitting into a double play to 
end the inning. 

In his first US appearance 
on March 7, Darvish pitched 
two scoreless innings and 
struck out two San Diego bat¬ 
ters in a 36-pitch effort. 

In his second start for the 
Rangers last Tuesday, Darvish 
surrendered two runs on three 
hits and four walks while strik¬ 
ing out three Cleveland batters 
over his 61 pitches.

Messi sets 
news Barca 
all-time 
scoring 
record 

MADRID (AFP) - Lionel 
Messi set a new all-time scor¬ 
ing record of 233 goals for 
Barcelona Tuesday when he 
scored the second of two goals 
in an ongoing Spanish league 
match against Granada. 

Messi earlier equalled the 
all-time record, held by the 
legendary Cesar Rodriguez, 
when he scored his 232nd goal 
for the Liga giants. 

Argentina international 
Messi hit the fabled target 
when he scored Barcelona’s 
second goal of the night 
against Granada in a league 
match which began at 2000 
GMT. 

Previously, Cesar was be¬ 
lieved to have scored 235 
goals for Barcelona. 

But "a study has revealed 
that the legendary Cesar Ro¬ 
driguez in fact scored 232 
goals, or just one more than 
the Argentinian, who could 
equal or beat that score against 
Granada," Barcelona said ear¬ 
lier Tuesday on their website. 

Cesar played in the 1940s 
and 1950s and died in 1995 at 
the age of 74. 

A Barcelona win against 
Granada would take them to 
within five points of Madrid, 
with the league leaders playing 
away at Villarreal on Wednes¬ 
day. 
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NBA: Rose-less Bulls 
rout Magic in 
record fashion

ORLANDO (AFP) - Even 
with reigning NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player Derrick Rose 
missing his fourth game in a 
row with a groin strain, the 
Chicago Bulls were far too 
much for the Orlando Magic 
to handle. 

Carlos Boozer scored 24 
points and grabbed 13 re¬ 
bounds, while John Lucas 
came off the bench to con¬ 
tribute 20 points, and Britain's 
Luol Deng added 14 points to 
power the Bulls to a record¬ 
setting 85-59 rout of the Magic 
on Monday night. 

The Bulls improved their 
league-best record to 38-10 
and boosted their record with¬ 
out Rose this season to 10-4. 
Orlando fell to 29-18 while 
Chicago improved to a league- 
best 19-6 on the road this sea¬ 
son. 

"We needed this win," 
Lucas said. "It was a good 
road win for us." 

Despite 18 points and 12 re¬ 
bounds by Dwight Howard, 
the Magic scored the fewest 
points ever against the Bulls in 
a regular-season game, lower¬ 
ing the old mark of 62 by Mil¬ 
waukee in 1997 when Michael 
Jordan sparked Chicago's de¬ 
fense. 

"We're all about defense," 
Lucas said. "We know we 
have enough firepower." 

And that's with playmaker 
Rose watching from the bench 
and inspiring his teammates 
before the games. 

"Derrick comes to us every 
game and says, 'It's time. Let's 
go. Just because I ain't playing 
doesn't mean we're going to 
lose.’" 


Boozer scored 16 points in 
the first half and Deng added 
eight as Chicago took a 48-33 
half-time lead and the Magic 
never threatened in the second 
half. 

Rose suffered the groin in¬ 
jury last Monday in a victory 
over the New York Knicks 
when Asian-American sensa¬ 
tion Jeremy Lin blocked a 
first-quarter Rose shot at¬ 
tempt. 

"I haven't been able to run 
in a couple days, just making 
sure that my leg is OK and 
making sure that the pain goes 
away very quickly," Rose said. 
"You don't want this to linger 
where I can't move. Every day 
it's definitely getting better, 
but I haven't been able to run." 

Rose expects to miss 
Chicago's three more games 
this week and has no idea 
when he might be back on the 
court. 

"They say with an injury 
like this, they don't know how 
long it's going to take," Rose 
said. "I thought I was going to 
be back sooner. I'm missing 
big games that I hate to miss." 

Bulls coach Tom Thibodeau 
is not taking any chances with 
the playoffs still more than a 
month away. 

"We're not going to rush 
him back," Thibodeau said. 
"We want him to be com¬ 
pletely healthy. We think that's 
important." 

Rose has no problem with 
doctors taking a conservative 
approach to the injury but said 
being benched is aggravating. 

"It has definitely been frus¬ 
trating," Rose said. 


Manning's contract requires 
him to pass a physical in 
2013 to make $20 million 
guaranteed money next year 
and in 2014 and pass physi¬ 
cals to earn his salary in 2015 
and 2016, a safety clause in 
case Manning's neck injury 
limits his ability. 

"I told him, 'I don't want 
him to risk his life and I can't 
risk the Denver Broncos,'" 
Elway said. "Having been in 
his shoes, I know what I'd 
want from his side. Peyton 
was OK with everything. 
That was rather simple." 

Added Manning: "If nei¬ 
ther side was comfortable, I 
was afraid winning wouldn't 
follow." 

Manning met twice with 
Elway while a free agent 
pondering offers from several 
clubs before taking his time 
in deciding to trade one 
horse-named NFL team for 
another. 

"I hate that it put other 
teams in bad positions. It was 
the only way I knew to do the 
process to find out what 
made the most sense," Man¬ 
ning said. 

"It was hard. It was so pub¬ 
lic. At times I said pick one to 
get it over with. I was waiting 
for that gut feeling and I was 
glad I did when it hit me. 

"I felt very comfortable 
here. It's up to me and the 
people around me here to 
make this the right decision." 

Despite only going 8-8, the 
Broncos reached the playoffs 
last season behind quarter¬ 
back phenomenon Tim 
Tebow, who has enticed trade 


talk from several clubs. 

"If he is here next season I 
will be the best teammate I 
can be," Manning said. "If 
other opportunities present 
themselves to him I will wish 
him the best. He's going to be 
a great player wherever he is. 

"I'm a fan of his too. He's 
a great guy. I have a great re¬ 
spect for what he accom¬ 
plished last year

NEW YORK (AFP) - Super- 
star quarterback Peyton Man¬ 
ning made his first appearance 
as a member of the Denver 
Broncos on Tuesday after 
signing an NFL quarterback 
record five-year deal worth 
$96 million with the club. 

Manning, a four-time NFL 
Most Valuable Player who led 
Indianapolis to a Super Bowl 
crown in 2007, smiled as he 
spoke at the Broncos team 
headquarters just two weeks 
after an emotional departure 
from Indianapolis after 14 sea¬ 
sons. 

"I'm very excited to begin 
the next chapter of my playing 
career," Manning said. "I can 
tell this organization is com¬ 
mitted to winning. This is a 
great place to be. 

"In the end, I felt the Bron¬ 
cos were just a great fit. I'm 
thrilled to be here, looking for¬ 
ward to meeting my new 
teammates and hopefully lead¬ 
ing the Broncos to more Super 
Bowls." 

Broncos vice-president 
John Elway, a retired two-time 


Super Bowl champion quarter¬ 
back for Denver, said he was 
confident after seeing Man¬ 
ning in a workout that his 
skills were near their peak. 

"I believe he has got a lot of 
great football left in him," 
Elway said. "We are thrilled he 
has elected to play for the 
Denver Broncos. 

"My goal is to make Peyton 
Manning the best quarterback 
who ever played the game. He 
has that opportunity with the 
ability he has left in him." 

Manning, whose $19.2 mil¬ 
lion annual average salary is 
the most for an NFL quarter¬ 
back, will wear the same jer¬ 
sey number, 18, that he used 
with the Colts after Frank 
Tripucka, the 84-year-old first 
quarterback of the Broncos in 
the 1960s, approved the team 
un-retiring his old number. 

"He really wants me to 
wear his number. It was a very 
humbling conversation," Man¬ 
ning said. "It truly is an honor 
for me. I'm truly following his 
wishes." 

The Broncos add the third- 


best quarterback in NFL his¬ 
tory behind Brett Favre and 
Dan Marino with 4,682 com¬ 
pletions for 54,828 yards and 
399 touchdowns. 

"Peyton gives us a chance 
to win another world champi¬ 
onship," Broncos owner Pat 
Bowlen said. "Peyton is one of 
the best ever to play this game 
and I feel very fortunate to 
have him here." 

Manning, who will turn 36 
on Saturday, was released by 
the Colts on March 7 after the 
team decided not to pay him a 
$28 million bonus to pick up 
the final four years on his con¬ 
tract. 

Manning missed the entire 
2011 regular season after a 
fourth neck surgery but has 
been medically cleared to re¬ 
turn to the gridiron by doctors. 

The Colts, however, did not 
want to risk health issues from 
Manning when they owned the 
first pick in next month's NFL 
Draft after a 2-14 season and 
were set to select star college 
quarterback Andrew Luck. 

Manning passed physicals 
for several teams but said he 
still feels he can improve arm 
strength and endurance related 
to nerve regeneration in his 
neck. 

"I'm not where I want to 
be," Manning said. "I want to 
be where I was before I was in¬ 
jured. I needed the training 
staff to help me get where I 
want to be. 

"I have a lot of work to do 
to get where I want to be from 
a health standpoint and in 
learning the offense."

Spanish police arrest 10 in anti-doping raids 


BARCELONA (AFP) - Span¬ 
ish police have arrested 10 
suspects in Madrid and 
Barcelona and smashed an in¬ 
ternational sports doping ring 
allegedly linked to the 2008 
Beijing Olympic Games, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Police said the network 
was implicated in competitors' 
positive doping tests at the 


2008 Beijing Olympics, cy¬ 
cling's 2010 Tour of Spain and 

2009 Tour of Portugal, as well 
as the 2010 Spanish athletics 
championships. 

Although police believe 
they have dismantled the ring, 
a second round of raids and ar¬ 
rests cannot be ruled out, a 
spokesman for the regional 
Catalan police said Tuesday. 


Police said they swooped 
on the group ahead of the 
2012 Olympic Games in Lon¬ 
don. 

Given the difficulties iden¬ 
tifying final clients "and the 
proximity in time of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic Games, we 
decided to dismantle the group 
when the head of the organisa¬ 
tion" was in Spain, they said in 
a statement. 

Among those detained was 
the alleged brainchild, a Span- 
ish-Colombian doctor identi¬ 
fied only as Alberto B.N. 
"who had many contacts in 
elite sport", the statement said. 

The doctor, who was impli¬ 
cated in "multiple doping 
cases in different countries", 
was arrested at Madrid-Bara- 
jas airport on March 5 al¬ 
legedly with doping 
susbstances in his possession, 
police said. 


The operation began last 
summer when police were in¬ 
vestigating a shop in Mataro, 
near Barcelona, that sold ana¬ 
bolic steroids to sportspeople, 
officers said. 

The shop was allegedly 
linked to a Catalan athlete's 
positive test for a synthetic 
steroid called EPO, or erythro¬ 
poietin, in the 2010 Spanish 
athletics championships, the 
statement said. 

The shop received EPO 
from Morocco via two people, 
one of whom was a nurse at a 
dialysis centre, "where he is 
suspected of stealing different 
types of EPO," the police said. 

The shop is also alleged to 
have delivered EPO to two 
Moroccan brothers in Madrid 
who administered doping sub¬ 
stances to cyclists. 

Police said Alberto B.N. 
was head of the network and 


that in seven raids they seized 
documents, growth hormones 
and various steroids including 
a type of EPO known as 
CERA (continuous erythro¬ 
poietin receptor activator). 

Spanish Sports Minister 
Jose Ignacio Wert said last 
month that the government 
would try to harmonise 
Spain's anti-doping laws with 
World Anti-Doping Agency 
requirements. 

This was a crucial aspect of 
Madrid's bid to host the 2020 
Olympics, the minister said. 

Spain's anti-doping law 
makes trafficking in sports 
doping products a criminal of¬ 
fence. 

But the regulations have 
been criticised for restricting 
the timing of out-of-competi- 
tion tests and amount of the in¬ 
formation competitors must 
give on their whereabouts.
